has followed the examples 

previously set by ancient 
models. I think of the great Roman 
orator and politician, Cicero; of the 
French philosopher, Voltaire; of 
the Roman rhetorician, Quintilian; 
and of the Greek philosopher and 
psychologist, Aristotle. Since their 
time, these men have influenced 
the thinking of all generations. 
They established principles and 
methods still popular in our world 
today.

We see Jesus as the divine Son 
of God. Notice Matthew 16:13-16: 
“When Jesus came into the coasts 
of Caesarea Philippi, he asked his 
disciples, saying, Whom do men say 
that I the Son of man am? And 
they said, Some say that thou art 
John the Baptist: some, Elias; and 
others, Jeremias, or one of the

whom say ye that I am? And Si- 
mon Peter answered and _ said, 
Thou art the Christ, the Son of 
the living God.” 

Peter here recognizes the deity 
of Christ in that He is the Son of 
God. One religion today pictures 
Christ as an unusually good man. 
This He is, but He is much more 
than this. He is the Captain of 
our salvation, the Author and Fin- 
isher of our faith, the Cornerstone 
of the Church, the King of the 
Jew, the Lamb of God, the Light 
of the world, the Lion of the tribe 
of Judah, the Lord of lords, the 
King of Kings, the Son of Right- 
eousness, the Mediator, the Way, 
the Truth, and the Life. 

What the vine is to the branch- 
es, Jesus is to us. He is our sta- 
bilizer, who holds us_ steadfast 
when the devil threatens with 
howling winds. He is our source of 
strength, whereby we receive nour- 
ishment. It is by this that we can 
bear fruit enabling people to see 
and know that Jesus nourishes our 
life. No, Jesus was not just an un- 
usually good man. He is a benefi- 
ciary of God’s power. 

Yes, Jesus inherited the power of 
God. By that, I mean He is eter- 
nal and everlasting, omnipotent 
and all-powerful, omniscient, hav- 
ing all knowledge, and omnipresent, 
everywhere. It makes no difference 
where you are, Jesus is there. 

I think of Daniel in the den of 
lions. Surrounded by lions on ev- 
ery side, he was helpless as far as 
material things were concerned. 


He had no shield except the shield 
of faith in his God, but this was 
all he needed, for God sent His 
angel and shut the lions’ mouths. 
Has not Jesus promised never to 
leave us nor forsake us, but to go 
with us even unto the end of the 
world? 

You will recall the incident 
where the three Hebrew children 
were thrown into the fiery fur- 
nace. In the midst of all the fire, 
they knew God would deliver them. 
They were not disappointed, for 
God did not allow a hair upon 
their heads to be singed. Yes, the 
power with which God delivered 
Daniel from the lions’ den and the 
three Hebrew children from the 
fiery furnace, God has given to 
Jesus Christ. Christ has power to 
roll back waters, to calm tempes- 
tuous seas, to cast out unclean 
spirits, to raise the dead, to turn 
water to wine and to walk on the 
sea. Certainly with all this power, 
Jesus has power enough to guide 
our simple steps. When we are 
tempted, we can have power to 
overcome the temptation. It may 
seem that the whdle world is 
against you, that God is a thou- 
sand miles away, but shake your- 
self and know and feel the mighty, 
divine power and presence of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

Being the Son of God and en- 
dowed with God’s power, He can 
bring peace to men’s troubled 
hearts. Then, we see Jesus as the 
Prince of Peace. 

Upon arriving in the country of 
the Gadarenes, Jesus met a man 
possessed with many devils. This 
demoniac lived in a chaotic con- 
dition. He wore no clothes and 
abode in no house. He shattered 
chains and raged among the tombs 
crying and cutting himself. Here 
was a man which could not be 
tamed, for it had been tried many 
times before; but when Jesus com- 
manded the unclean spirits to de- 
part from him, the man received 
the peace which he had so long 
desired. Freed forever from the 
tormenting power of Satan. 

Follow Jesus to the seashore 
where we can see the disciples in 
a ship in the midst of the sea. The 
ship was tossed about by waves, 
for the winds were contrary.

INVASION From

Text: Revelation 19:11-16 


Verse 14 says: “And the armies 
which were in heaven followed him 
upon white horses, clothed in fine 
linen, white and clean.” 


EWS wires are hot with 

with stories of flying sau- 

cers, little men from Mars, 
satellites in orbit, and the ex- 
citing possibility of a trip to the 
moon in our generation. Are other 
planets inhabited? Will space travel 
become a reality? Will there ever 
be interplanetary warfare? Al- 
ready they are choosing from 110 
men the 12 most eligible, and 
finally the one who will make the 
first space flight. These great ac- 
complishments dwarf the imagina- 
tion. Whatever our views on this 
subject, the Bible plainly tells us 
there will be an invasion from outer 
space, and that the invading army 
will conquer the world in one day, 
without the loss of a single man. 
Now, I would like for us to con- 
sider the events that have taken 
place according to God’s Word up 
to this time. First of all, the rapture 
will have already taken place. God 
has always made a way of escape 
for His people in time of distress 
and perplexity, and this time, of 
all times, will be no exception. 
Isaiah says in 26:20, 21: “Come, 
my people, enter thou into thy 
chambers, and shut thy doors about 
thee: hide thyself as it were for a 
little moment, until the indigna- 
tion be overpast. For, behold, the 
Lord cometh out of his place to 
punish the inhabitants of the earth 
for their iniquity: the earth also 
shall disclose her blood, and shall 
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Ourer SPACE 


no more cover her slain.” Our es- 
cape, then from this great and ter- 
rible day of the outpouring of God’s 
wrath, will be by way of the rap- 
ture. Nc wonder the writer says in 
Revelation 20:6: “Blessed and holy 
is he that hath part in the first 
resurrection: on such the second 
death hath no power.” God gave 
His true people deliverance before 
the flood; He delivered Israel from 
Pharaoh’s wrath; He delivered 
Lot from Sodom and Gomorrah, 
David from Saul’s wrath and the 
great giant Goliath, Daniel from 
the jaws of the lions, the Hebrew 
children from the furnace of fire, 
AND HE WILL DEFINITELY DE- 
LIVER THOSE WHO ARE WASHED 
IN THE BLOOD FROM THAT 
GREAT AND NOTABLE DAY OF 
THE LORD. 

The question is asked in Revela- 
tion 6:17: “who shall be able to 
stand?” The answer to this ques- 
tion is given in Luke 17:35, 36: 
“Two women shall be grinding to- 
gether; the one shall be taken; and 
the other left. Two men shall be 
in the field; the one shall be taken, 
and the other left.” These people, of 
course, are those who are left be- 
hind at the rapture. They will not, 
of course, be able to “stand” this 
greatest tribulation of all time, but 
will have to endure it. To me, the 
greatest sign of the soon and im- 
minent return of the Lord is Israel’s 
returning to Palestine. This is with- 
out doubt the blooming fig tree that 
Christ mentioned on several oc- 
casions. I visualize that tree now 
almost in full bloom. Almost every 
day, we read in the papers, hear 
over our radios, and view the tele- 


vision screens of the continuous 
flood of “God’s chosen” into their 
promised land. This is a definite 
fullfillment of prophecy happening 
in our day. It bears our continuous 
watching, for Jesus said in Luke 
21:28: “And when these things 
begin to come to pass, then look 
up, and lift up your heads; for your 
redemption (deliverance) draweth 
nigh.” Oh! Thank God for the de- 
livering power of the Son of God! 
And now at the end of these 
terrible days, after the sun shall 
have become as dark as sack cloth 
of hair, the moon has turned to 
blood, the stars shall have fallen 
as the fig tree sheds its untimely 
fruit, the water has turned into 
blood, hail has fallen upon man and 
beast the size of a hundred pound 
block of ice, mingled with fire, men 
have cried to the rocks and moun- 
tains to fall on them, but death has 
fled from them, the most hideous 
creatures imaginable have been 
loosed from the bottomless pit to 
torment men with a sting like a 
scorpion, then comes the diabolical 
plan that eclipses all the other 
wickedness of the anti-Christ, 
whose number is 666. “Let’s break 
His (Christ’s) bonds,” he _ says.

After his conversion he boldly 
returned to the same city he had 
served as a Mohammedan priest. 
In order to support himself he 
opened a tea stall near a crowded 
bus stop in the bazaar. Andreas 
decided that his would be the 
finest-flavored tea, with an ample 
amount of undiluted milk and 
clean sugar. 

Near the tea stall is a railway 
crossing where all buses and trucks 
must stop. While the bus waits for 
the train to pass, “Tea and the 
Word of God—all for 2 annas,” he 
calls as he enters the bus crowded 
with people and luggage. With his 
portable tea tray he makes his way 
through the bus. 

“This Gospel tells you the secret 
of life. It promises you peace and 
joy. The secret of life is contained 
here in this Gospel. It is nice to 
drink tea; but he who drinketh of 
His Word shall never thirst,” he 
continues, as he waits for them to 
finish sipping their tea. And the 
expression of inward peace and 
gladness in his own life are un- 
mistakable. 

The Rev. Ernest Hahn, a mis- 
sionary working among Moham- 
medans, states that Andreas sells 
on the average 400 Gospel Portions 
each month. It is difficult to keep 
him supplied. 

Several years ago Andreas mar- 
ried. a convert. They named their

Calvary 


Story

he writes in “The Calvary Story,” 
one of his first literary endeavors 
before his death. 


F COURSE THE Calvary 

story is the Bible story. But 

being a preacher’s son and 
a born-again soul myself, and hav- 
ing heard, as well as having read, 
the event o’er and o’er, the story 
always threw a shadow of gloom 
and despair of death and defeat 
upon the path that leads to the 
cross. 


The real shine and glory, the 
real revelation of victory and ever- 
lasting redemption, everlasting life 
and abundant life too seldom were 
emphasized to those who would not 
receive His grace. They call it the 
blood-hill story, not caring to hear 
it. But the story of Calvary is the 
greatest story ever told. There is 
none greater, NO NOT ONE. 


Perhaps in this illustration we 
find the first ray of light in its 
meaning. A little girl kneeling at 
her mother’s knees to say her bed- 
time prayer looked up into her 
mother’s face and said: “Mother, 
Mother, what makes your face so 
nice and smooth on one side and 
so ugly on the other side? Tell me, 
tell me, Mother.” The mother, cut 
to the heart because of the word 
“ugly,” said, “My dear child, when 
you were a little baby, our house 
caught on fire and you, my child, 
were in your room fast asleep. So 
Mother dared the fire and the 
flames and rushed into your room 
to rescue you. But in Mother’s 
daring the fire to save her baby, 
she burned her face on this one 
side. That is why Mother’s face is 
so ugly on this one side.” Well, 
when the child heard the story, 
the child was cut to the heart and 
she cried, “Oh Mother, your face is 
not ugly anymore. Something has 
happened; something has changed 
it. It isn’t ugly anymore since you 
told me the story. Your whole face 
is smooth and oh, so beautiful.” 
And so it is, my friend, with 
Christ and the story of Calvary. It 
is the greatest story to be told. 


Yes, it has a dark side to it. Let 
us read it: “Then the soldiers of 
the governor took Jesus into the 
common hall, and gathered unto 
him the whole band of soldiers. 
And they stripped him, and put on 
him a scarlet robe. And when they 
had platted a crown of thorns, 
they put it upon his head, and a 





reed in his right hand: and they 
bowed the knee before him, and 
mocked him saying, Hail, King of 
the Jews! And they spit upon him, 
and took the reed, and smote him 
on the head. And after that they 
had mocked him, they took the 
robe off from him, and put his 
own raiment on him, and led him 
away to crucify him,’ Matthew 
27:27-31. 

“And they crucified him, and 
parted his garments, casting lots: 
that it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by the prophet, They 
parted my garments among them, 
and upon my vesture did they cast 
lots. And _ sitting down they 
watched him there,” Matthew 27:- 
35, 36. 

The Bible tells us in Matthew 
27:45, 46, “Now from the sixth 
hour there was darkness over all 
the land unto the ninth hour. And 
about the ninth hour Jesus cried 
with a loud voice, saying, Eli, Eli, 
lama sabachthani? that is to say, 
My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?” Then in verse 50, 
the Scriptures indicate that “Jesus, 
when He had cried again with a 
loud voice, yielded up the ghost.” 

This indeed looked like gloom 
and defeat; but really, it was a 
victory. We can best illustrate this 
point by relating what happened 
to Napoleon. Napoleon was twelve 
miles out of Brussels when he met 
his Waterloo. When Field Marshal 
Wellington defeated Napoleon, a 
wire was sent to Winchester, Eng- 
land. It came in like this, “Well- 
ington defeated—Wellington de- 
feated,” and all of England hung 
their heads. Gloom, darkness and 
defeat were seen everywhere. But 
there was something wrong with 
the receiving apparatus. When fi- 
nally the message was corrected 
and came through in its entirety, 
it read like this: “Wellington de- 
feated the enemy,” and all of Eng- 
land lifted their heads and shout- 
ed “Wellington defeated the ene- 
my, Wellington defeated the ene- 
my.” My friend, this is the message 
in the story of calvary. 

Jesus defeated the enemy; Jesus 
defeated the enemy. Read it in 
Matthew 28:6-18. Believe it and 
thou shalt be saved now. The story 
of Calvary brings this truth to us 
all. Said a dying man to a com- 





























panion on the way to the hospital 
in an ambulance, “Sir, I am dying. 
Can you pray for me? I want to 
go to heaven.” “No,” said the oth- 


er man, “I do not know how. But 
I once attended a church service 
and I heard the preacher say that 
we need to repent and to pray the 
sinner’s prayer. You could try it.” 
“Tell me how.” “Well, the preach- 
er said it this way, ‘God, be mer- 
ciful to me a sinner.’” The dying 
man prayed this prayer. “Then,” 
Said the other man, “Oh yes, the 
preacher said, ‘for Jesus sake’— 
‘God be merciful to me a sinner, for 
Jesus sake.’” The dying man 
prayed it. “God be merciful to me a 
sinner,” and it came from the 
heart. His face lighted up. God did 
just that. God saved him. He said to 
the man who had quoted him the 
prayer. “Oh sir, it is a good prayer; 
it is a good prayer. You pray. You 
pray it, and you too shall be saved.” 
I say here, friend, as you read it, 
you pray it; pray it. It is a good 
prayer. 

Pray “God be merciful to me a 
sinner” and you, too, shall be saved. 
Believe it. It is wonderful, wonder- 
ful, wonderful—the story of Cal- 
vary. Believe it now, and say you 
are saved. 

Calvary is not only the greatest 
and the most wonderful story ever 
told, but it is above all, a true 
story. It can be best illustrated 
with the story of George White 
and Richard Pratt. One was a 
single man and the other a mar- 
ried man with a family. It hap- 
pened during one of America’s own 
wars. The married man was draft- 
ed into the war, but the single 
man volunteered to go fight and 
if need be, to die in the neighbor’s 
place, explaining that his neighbor 
had a wife and family and was 
needed at home. “I am single,” said 
he, “Let me take his place. Let me 
go, draft board. I am alone; I am 
single, but this married man is not 
like me. His children and his wife 
need him. So being given his 
choice, the single man went in the 
married man’s place and was killed 
in the war. As the war went on 
and on, men were needed and the 
married man was again called to 
war. “But no,” said he, “another 
man already went for me, went in 
my place. And yes, he died in my 





place. You can’t call me. No, I 
am free. My neighbor man died in 
my place, died for me.” So it was; 
the records showed it to be true. 
And the man did not have to go 
and die. And even more true is the 
story of Calvary. Another man died 
in your place and you need not die. 
Jesus died for you and you need 
not die. Only believe it and you 
shall be saved. Read it in the Old 
Testament. Isaiah 53:5 says, “But 
he was wounded for our transgres- 
sions, he was bruised for our 
iniquities: the chastisement of our 
peace was upon him; and with his 
stripes we are healed.” Believe it! 
The policy of Calvary has your 
name upon it. You are to be the 
beneficiary of the policy. The pol- 
icy is now in effect; the testator 
died. The will is in effect. Believe 
it! John 3:16, “For God so loved 
the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.” Believe 


it! I believed it one day nearly 
thirty years ago and I am saved, 
and I know it. 

It happened that a revival came 
to our town. I went to the revival 
and God spoke to me. I went home 
that night and I used a kitchen 
chair for an altar. There I knelt 
and I prayed and cried. The devil 
said to me, “Boy, you are a sinner, 
a big sinner,” and I knew it. I 
prayed from midnight till morn. 
The devil said, “Boy, you have too 
many sins. God would save you if 
you did not have so many, many 
sins.” “You see,” said the devil, 
“God wants to save you but He 
can’t, because you are too big a 
sinner.” And is he not telling you 
the same thing? But I believed. 
Yes, I believed, and behold, I was 
saved, oh saved, saved. I fully real- 
ized it. I jumped to my feet. Oh, 
everything was so new, so new and 
so light. I realized I was born again 
because I had believed, and you too

HE SCRIPTURE records 

that a certain man pre- 

pared a great dinner and 
invited many to it. When dinner 
time came, those who had been 
invited made excuses and did not 
come. When the host learned about 
this, he became angry and in- 
structed the servant to go out into 
the streets of the city and bring 
in everyone who would come. The 
servant obeyed, and after this was 
done, his report was: “THERE IS 
YET ROOM.” The man giving the 
dinner gave further instructions 
for the servant to go into the high- 
ways and compel people to come in, 
that his home might be filled. 


We thank God for the great 
host of young people through- 
out the world who have ac- 
cepted Jesus Christ. We are proud 
of those who are filling positions 
of responsibility and rendering val- 
uable service to God. Yet, when 
we stop to consider the number of 
Christian young people in the 
world today, we must admit there 
is yet room in our churches for 
more young people who will ac- 
cept Jesus Christ, live for Him, and 
serve Him. There is a youth va- 
cancy in our churches that must 
be filled. 

The word “vacancy” is a chal- 
lenging word. It is invitational. It 
is appealing. I do not suppose any 
word along the highway late at 
night looks any more inviting to 
me, after a long day of travelling, 
than the word “vacancy,” flash- 
ing off and on in front of a motel 
or hotel. The word “vacancy” tells 
me there is an empty space in that 
motel or hotel. It tells me there is 
a place to be filled, and that pos- 
sibly I am the one who will be 
able to fill that vacancy. 

And did you know today that de- 
spite the great number of youth 
who have declared themselves for 
Christ and His cause, there is still 
a YOUTH VACANCY in the church- 
es throughout the world. Even 
after doing everything we have 
done to the present moment, we 
still must answer in the words of 
the servant: “There is yet room.” 

WHAT ARE SOME OF THESE 
VACANCIES THAT MUST BE 
FILLED? 
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THERE IS A BIG VACANCY IN 
OUR CHURCHES TODAY FOR 
YOUNG PEOPLE WHO KNOW 
HOW TO SAY “NO” AT THE 
RIGHT TIME. 

There is great honor in being 
able to say “No” at the right time 
and to really mean it. Young peo- 
ple, as you grow older and face 
the responsibilities and problems of 
life, you will find it becomes neces- 
sary often to say “No.” Sometimes 
it will be easy. Sometimes it will 
be more difficult; and then, there 
will be times when it will be very 
hard to say “No.” But remember, 
there is One who will always will- 
ingly give you the courage to say 
“No,” if you ask Him, and that is 
Jesus Christ. The day came in 
Moses’ life when he had to make 
a choice. He could choose “ease” or 
honor, but he could not have 
both. Moses refused the “glitter of 
sin” and chose to follow in the 
path God had planned for him. 
David, Daniel and Christ Himself 
are other thrilling examples of men 
who dared to say “No” at the right 
time and mean it. But only a real, 
personal fellowship with Christ will 
help you to say “No” when you 
should.

The Psalmist David tells us In 
Psalm 27:13 “I had fainted, unless 
I had believed to see the goodness 
of the Lord in the land of the 
living.” To faint means to become 
weak at the time we should be 
strong. To faint, in a _ spiritual 
sense, means that physical 
strength, courage and hope leave 
us right when we need it. But 
there is real help found in the Bi- 
ble for fainting. David said, “I had 
fainted unless I had believed.” 

It is faith, first of all, which 
keeps young and old alike from 
fainting when things go wrong and 
when the future is dark. It is a 
“rewarding act of faith” to slip our 
hand into the hand of Christ and 
to let Him lead us, one step at a 
time. 

Another help for fainting is 
“waiting on the Lord.” Isaiah says, 
“Even the youth shall faint and 
be weary ... But they that wait 
upon the Lord shall renew their 
strength.” What does it mean to 
wait upon the Lord? It means to 
have “patience” with God and His 
great purposes. Young people, 
sometimes we fail to give God the 
time He wants to work out our 
problems for us. 

There is another wonderful idea 
in the word “wait.” It is the idea 
of entwining ourselves round about 
the Lord as the vine entwines it- 
self round about the giant oak tree. 
As the strength of that tree be- 
comes the strength of the clinging 
vine, so the strength of the Lord 
becomes the strength of the cling- 
ing Christian.

“TORCH” AND HELP DO THEIR 
PART IN SHARING THE GOSPEL 
OF JESUS CHRIST. 

In 1903, Lenin and just 17 men 
organized the Communist Party. In 
1917, 14 years later, Lenin and 
40,000 men overthrew the Russian 
government. In 1957, 100 million 
people came under the domination 
of Communism. At the end of the 
same year, 195 million people had 
come under the domination of 
Communism, and THE GOAL OF 
COMMUNISM is to dominate the 
world by 1973. Communism has 
spread because of the dedicated 
lives of its followers, and their be- 
lief that they must share with 
others. Young people, the question 
that comes so forcibly to us today 
is “SHALL WE SHARE? WILL WE 
SHARE? ARE WE SHARING THE 
GOSPEL OF JESUS CHRIST WITH 
OTHERS LIKE WE SHOULD? 

A little girl prayed and asked 
the Lord for a lot of things in her 
prayer. When she finished, she 
said, “Oh yes, and now, Lord, is 
there anything I can do for you?” 

Maybe we should begin to put 


& that sentence at the end of our 


prayers, “And now, Lord, is there 
anything I can do for you?” 

Over 2,000 years ago Christ gave 
the responsibility of spreading the 
gospel to 11 men. These men in 
turn passed the responsibility on to 
the next generation; and from 
generation to generation, it has 
been passed on until now, in 1959, 
it is our responsibility. 

ANOTHER VACANCY IS FOR 
MORE YOUNG PEOPLE WHO 
WILL GIVE “MORE OF THEIR 
TIME TO GOD.” What are you do- 
ing with your time? It may be a 
little hard for you to answer that 
question, but this might help you. 
If a man lives to be 70 years of 
age, a survey shows that: 

20 years of that man’s life would 
be spent sleeping. 

7 years would be spent for sports 
and walking. 

5 years would be spent shaving 
and dressing. 

5 months would be spent tying 
his shoes. 

¥% year would be spent idling. 

7 years would be spent on amuse- 
ments. 
1 year on the telephone (longer 
if you’re a woman). 
2% years would be spent at the 
table eating. 
2% years would be spent chewing 
gum and eating candy. 
3 years would be spent “just wait- 
ing.” 
30 hours each year would be spent 
looking in the mirrors. 
Young people, you are quite a long 
ways from 70 years of age, and I 
challenge you today to change that 


pattern. Let us use some of our 
wasted and extra time working for 
God and winning lost souls to Him. 

Sometimes, after a young person 
becomes a Christian, he acquires 
an attitude of ease. “I’m a Chris- 
tian now, and that is all there is 
to it.’”” But, like many of you have 
already learned, there is a lot more 
to it than that. There is a work 
to be done for Christ by every 
Christian. 

I remember, when I was in the 
U.S. Army, the command I was al- 
ways happy to hear was the com- 
mand “at ease.” After a long peri- 
od of marching or standing at at- 
tention, the command “at ease” 
was wonderful to hear. It was a 
great feeling to just relax and let 
myself “slump over.” Sometimes, I 
wonder if some of us Christians 
think we heard the Lord say, “At 
ease.” 

One of the greatest thrills a per- 
son can experience in this Chris- 
tian life is the thrill of winning a 
lost soul to the Lord. 

Unsaved youth are saying to 
Christian youth today—“Don’t just 
stand there, say something.” 

The future of Diana Humphries, 
a 15-year-old teen-ager from Tex- 
as, might have been different to- 
day had some Christian young per- 
son witnessed to her about Christ. 
Diana decided to kill her family 
because she was bored with life. 
She shot and killed her brother 
when he came in from school and 
planned to kill her mother when 
she came home, but did not have 
the nerve. At the inquest she said, 
“I longed for someone to love me!” 
No doubt there were young people 
who came in contact daily with 
Diana at school, who could have 
told her of Christ’s love, but they 
failed to witness like they should. 


THERE IS ALSO A VACANCY 
FOR MORE YOUNG PEOPLE 
WHOSE “HEARTS ARE ON FIRE 
FOR GOD.” 

Young people whose hearts are 
on fire for God can be the means 
of an entire church being set on 
fire for God. What a wonderful ex- 
perience it is to pray until “our 
hearts are on fire.” 

David prayed with a heart on 
fire. He said, “My heart was hot 
within me, while I was musing, the

Jesus Christ offers youth the on- 
ly lasting companionship they can 
ever know. The Lord said in John 
10:10, “I am come that they might 
have life and that they might have 
it more abundantly.” 

What does “life” in this verse 
mean? It means salvation from 
death. To get the most out of this 
life, young people, you must ac- 
cept Jesus Christ as your Saviour. 
No one, young or old, can ever 
know the real and full “joy of liv- 


ing” until he first accepts Jesus 
Christ. What are you making out 
of your life today? 

E. Studdard Kennedy, the fa- 
mous British Chaplain of World 
War I, while talking one day with 
a friend, was asked this most un- 
usual question: “Kennedy, what do 
you think God is going to ask you 
in the Judgment Day?” Kennedy 
replied, “I’m not sure what He is 
going to ask me, but I would not 
be too surprised if He were to sim- 
ply look at me and ask, ‘Well, Ken- 
nedy, what did you make out of 
your life?’” 

No doubt Chaplain Kennedy’s 
statement implied that God might 
think in these terms: “Kennedy, 
you have been one of my created 
beings. You were given breath to 
breathe, eyes to see, ears to hear, 
talents and abilities to use, a mind 
to think, God was made known 
to you, His purpose and His will 
were revealed to you, and you 
knew the love that was manifest 
in the gift of His Son and Saviour, 
Jesus Christ.

John 10:10 again, “I am come that 
they might have life, and that 
they might have it more abun- 
dantly.”

To 
you who are without Christ, let me 
please tell you, Christ needs you 
today. He is depending on you.

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U. S. Catholic Population 
Near 40 Million 

Since Alaska and Hawaii were 
joined to the United States, the 
nation’s Roman Catholic popula- 
tion has leaped to 39,505,475—an 
increase of over three million in 
the past year, according to the Of- 
ficial Catholic Directory for 1959, 
just published. The figure includes 
approximately two million Cath- 
olics under the jurisdiction of Fran- 
cis Cardinal Spellman as Military 
Vicar, never reported until this 
year. 

The new directory lists 140,411 
adult baptisms or converts to Ca- 
tholicism for 1958; 52,689 ordained 
priests; 16,185 parishes with resi- 
dent poe and 568 parishes 
without resident clergy. 

The report shows a new high of 
13,619 Catholic educational institu- 
tions, including 258 colleges and 
universities, 1,583 diocesan and 
an age high schools, 845 — 

igh schools, 9,814 parish elemen- 
tary schools, and 473 private ele- 
mentary schools. 

The directory states that mem- 
bership of the Catholic Church in 
the U.S. is now 47.8 per cent higher 
than it was 10 years ago. (EP) 


Liberty for Italian 
Evangelicals Increasing 


BOLOGNA, Italy (EP) — Evan- 
gelicals say unprecedented liberty 
is being given them in Italy. Ex- 
tensive advertising was allowed re- 
cently for an eight-day Gospel cru- 
sade in a theater in the large 
northern city of Bologna. Assem- 
blies of God ministers who spon- 
sored the crusade were able to 
place five huge banners at the bus- 
iest crossroads of the city, and dis- 
played 1,500 large posters on the 
walls of buildings to announce the 
evangelical meetings. In addition, 
they distributed 28, copies of the 
Gospel of St. John on the streets, 
and 60,000 leaflets, besides cruising 
in a car with a loud speaker tell- 
ing the Italian public about the 
meetings. Such liberties have been

—Construction has begun on a new

gram will provide office space for 
the General Board of Administra- 
tion of the denomination. In addi- 
tion to this, space will be provided 





for The Advocate Book Store, and 
the administrative offices and ope- 
rational plant of Advocate Press. 
The rectangular, one-story struc- 
ture will cover 30,000 square feet, 
and will include an archives and 
chapel. 


Pentecostals to Meet 
in Israel 


JERUSALEM (EP) — Pentecostal 
churches will hold their next world 
conference in Israel. Officers of the 
world organization advisory com- 
mittee have received from govern- 
ment officials in Jerusalem an in- 
vitation to hold the triennial con- 
ference in the Holy City. Confer- 
ence meetings will be held May 18 
to 20, 1961, in Jerusalem’s new 
municipal auditorium, which seats 
3,500 people. More than 5,000 Pen- 
tecostal people from many coun- 
tries are expected to travel to the 
conference which will be climaxed 
on Pentecostal Sunday. The con- 
ference promotion slogan will be: 
“Pentecost in Jerusalem, 1961.” 





Spanish Pastor Arrested for Re-opening Church 


MADRID (EP)—The Baptist pas- 
tor of Madrid’s Second Baptist 
Church was taken to court recent- 
ly for re-entering and conducting 
Protestant services in a church 
that was closed two years ago by 
the government.

Nunez’ prosecutor demanded the 
astor be sentenced to three and a 
alf months in prison and fined 
the equivalent of $45. The hear- 
ing was adjourned, however, so 
that a search could be made for 
the missing original Ministry of 
Interior order which closed the 
church.
